Account  of  Naval  OCS

graduate  of  last  year,  Dennis  "Jer¬ 
ry"  Shell.  Jerry  Is  now  in  a  Naval 
Officer  Candidate  School  at  New¬ 
port,  Rhode  Island. 

Jerry  writes  that  Gl...e:  Candi¬ 
date  School  is  much  different  from 
the  College  in  that  candidates  tatte 
six  courses  for  four  months.  During 
this  time,  they  must  study  from 
nearly  forty  books,  pamphlets,  and 
study  guides.  The  courses  cover  pro¬ 
ficiency  in  seamanship,  orientation 
operations,  navigation,  engineering, 
and  weapons. 

According  to  Jerry,  every  free 
moment  Is  spent  studying  in  an  ef¬ 
fort  to  gather  enough  knowledge  to 
pass  dally  tests.  In  addition  to  oc¬ 
casional  study  hours  during  the  day, 
he  has  each  evening  a  compul¬ 
sory  three  hours  in  which  to  study. 
Jerry  says,  though,  that  this  time  Is 
not  nearly  enough  to  really  study 
and  understand  all  the  principles 
Involved  In  military  sciences. 

Jerry  ends  his  letter  by  saying 
that  "consequently,  one  thinks  of 
the  relatively  carefree  days  at  Col¬ 
lege,  where  a  person  studied  at  his 
leisure  and  had  time  for  social  pur¬ 
suit — not  so  here.”

Susanne  Haack  from  Germany  Is 
Studying  on  Campus  this  Year

Early  in  December,  1951,  there 
appeared  in  the  halls  of  the  Uni¬ 
versity  at  Hamburg,  Germany,  large 
placards  which  announced  the  fol¬ 
lowing  information:  Students  of 
special  merit  wishing  to  study 
abroad  might,  under  the  U.  S.  In¬ 
formation  and  Educational  Ex¬ 
change  Act  of  1948,  receive  one  year 
of  training  In  the  United  States. 

Many  students,  no  doubt,  read  the 
signs.  Many  were  interested.  But 
none  more  than  a  student  of  edu¬ 
cation  from  Zcven,  Germany,  our 
new  friend  on  the  campus,  Susanne 
Haack. 

Susanne  went  at  once  to  the 
Campus  Committee  which  handles 
all  such  affairs,  and  received  the 
first  of  the  many  forms  that  were 
a  part  of  the  "weeding  out"  and 
selecting  program.  Tills  filled  form 
was  placed  in  the  hands  of  the 
American  Consulate  and  Susanne 
sat  back  to  wait.  After  three  weeks 
she  was  interviewed,  along  with  300 
other  hopefuls,  and  was  one  of  the 
thirty  selected  from  this  group  for 
further  consideration. 

Again  she  waited,  filled  out 
forms,  and  handed  In  references. 
Then  she  learned  that  since  she 
was  from  Zeven,  she  was  not  elig¬ 
ible  to  go  under  the  Hamburg  pro¬ 
gram,  but  must  somehow  switch  to 
the  group  being  examined  In  Han¬ 
over.  With  difficulty,  thl.  was  man¬ 
aged,  and  months  passed.  The  stu¬ 
dents  now1  numbered  twelve.  Final¬ 
ly,  they  were  promised  definite 
news  by  May,  then  by  June  16,  and 
on  July  19,  Susanne  was  finally  not-

ified  that  she  had  been  chosen. 
After  hurried  preparations  she  was 
ready  to  depart  on  the  fourth  day 
of  August. 

One  of  fifty-two  students  on  a 
plane  leaving  Amsterdam,  Susanne 
joined  another  such  group  in  New 
York  City.  These  young  people  were 
divided  into  groups  of  ten  and  dis¬ 
persed  throughout  the  country. 
They  next  underwent  a  brief  or¬ 
ientation  program.  During  this  time 
Susanne  was  a  guest  of  the  Harry 
Adler  family,  Glencoe,  Illinois. 

Susanne  says  that  the  part  of 
her  journey  that  took  the  most 
courage  was  the  ride  on  the  night 
train  from  Chicago  to  Maryville. 
Here  she  had  no  group  of  fellow 
students  near  at  hand,  but  for  the 
first  time  since  leaving  home  was 
:omplctcly  on  her  own. 

Susanne  musingly  acmlts  that 
she  finds  It  a  bit  hard  to  say  Just 
what  she  docs  think  of  America. 
She  finds  the  people  extraordinarily 
friendly  nnd  warm-hearted,  she 
says,  and  she  is  quite  Impressed 
with  the  ra Liter  informal  air  of 
good  fellowship  that  seems  to  exist 
between  instructors  and  students 
here. 

On  the  other  hand,  it  is  an  en¬ 
tirely  new  idea  to  her  that  going 
to  college  should  be  .ombined  with 
so  much  funl  But  although  Susanne 
may  find  such  things  as  juke-boxes 
and  our  lurid  movie  advertisements 
(and,  incidentally,  Walkout  Day) 
quite  strange  to  her,  she  says  that 
for  the  one  year  that  she  is  to  be 
here,  she  wants  to  be  really  a  part 
of  il  all.  She  has  already  purchased 
for  herself  a  pair  of  blue  Jeansl

Countries  In  which  study  grants 
are  available  are  Australia,  Aus¬ 
tria,  Belgium,  Burma,  Denmark, 
Egypt,  France,  Greece.  India,  Iran, 
Iraq,  Italy,  Japan,  the  Netherlands, 
New  Zealand,  Norway,  Pakistan, 
the  Philippines,  Thailand,  Turkey, 
the  Union  of  South  Africa  and  the 
United  Kingdom. 

May  Be  in  Many  Fields 

The  awards  will  enable  students 
in  all  fields  of  graduate  work  and 
those  with  specialized  research 
projects  to  study  In  foreign  institu¬ 
tions  and  universities  under  re¬ 
nowned  professors  and  specialists. 
Grants  also  are  available  to  stu¬ 
dents  with  records  of  accomplish¬ 
ment  in  such  fields  as  music,  art, 
architecture,  and  drama.  A  few  op¬ 
portunities  in  workers’  education 
and  social  work  are  provided  In  the 
United  Kingdom. 

Grants  Are  for  One  Year 

The  grants  are  made  under  Pub¬ 
lic  Law  584,  79th  Congress,  the  Ful¬ 
bright  Act  which  authorizes  the  De¬ 
partment  of  State  to  use  certain 
foreign  currencies  and  credits  ac¬ 
quired  through  the  sale  of  surplus 
property  abroad  for  programs  of 
educational  exchange  with  other 
nations.  Grants  are  made  for  one 
academic  year  and  generally  In¬ 
clude  round  trip  transportation,  tu¬ 
ition,  a  living  allowance  and  a  small 
amount  for  necessary  books  and 
equipment-

Brandenburg,  Fulbright  Adviser, 
The  closing  date  for  receipt  of  ap¬
